2. Claims 13-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 13 recites, inter alia, said protrusion has a width dimension smaller than the 
width of the slit so as to befitted into the slit and interposed between the windings. 

Claims 17, 25-26 recite, inter alia, a protrusion formed of an insulating material, 
having a width dimension smaller than the width of the slit so as to befitted into the slit and 
interposed between the windings. 
The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor 
would it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
